The September 24, 2020, meeting of the Lincoln Commission on Human Rights (LCHR) was 

called to order at 4:04 p.m. by Carlos Garcia, Chair.

APPROVAL OF August 27, 2020 MINUTES: 

A motion was made by Ibrahimpasic and seconded by Loving-Afuh to approve the minutes of the 

previous meeting.   

 

Hearing no discussion, Garcia asked for the roll call. Voting “aye” was Loving-Afuh, Godinez, 

McCulley, and Ibrahimpasic. Motion carried.   

 

APPROVAL OF September 24, 2020 AGENDA: 

A motion was made by Ibrahimpasic and seconded by Godinez to approve the meeting agenda.

CASE DISPOSITIONS: 

 

LCHR #20-0709-004-H  
A motion was made by Ibrahimpasic and seconded by Loving-Afuh to recommend a finding of no 

reasonable cause on all allegations. 
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Loving-Afuh noted the case seemed not to rise to the level of discrimination. She stated that she 

would vote for no reasonable cause because it appeared to be a landlord-tenant issue with no clear 

discrimination based on sex. 

 

Commission discussed that Complainant was unable show being treated less favorably or 

differently than other tenants. Garcia agreed it appeared to be a landlord-tenants disagreement, but 

not that Complainant was discriminated against. 

 

Loving-Afuh added that Complainant continued to stay, and the Respondent showed her another 

available apartment and that in the lease agreement. She also noted that in the lease agreement, it 

indicated Complainant was responsible for plumbing. 

 

Hearing no further discussion, Garcia asked for the roll call. Voting “aye” were Garcia, Loving-

Afuh, McCulley and Ibrahimpasic and Godinez. Motion carried.  

  

 

ADMINISTRATIVE CLOSURE: 

LCHR #19-0828-025-E-R 
A motion was made by Godinez and seconded by Loving-Afuh to recommend to administratively 

close the case. 

 Hearing no discussion, Garcia asked for the roll call. Voting “aye” were Garcia, Loving-Afuh, 

Godinez and McCulley and Ibrahimpasic.  Motion carried.
